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A little four-year-old had goue to 


bed and was waiting for the sandman 
to come and carry her to the Land of 
Nod, 
when her father came Into the 


room and told her that a baby slater 
had come to her. What delight filled 
the heart of this flret-born child! She 
talked excitedly about it for a few 
minutes. Finally she bad a new idea 
about the baby, and expressed it in 
these words: 


" Papa, when my new little sister is 


naughty I must punish 
I?" 
her, mustn't 


What a commentary on the methods 


of her loving and lenient parents! 
What a warning to us who impress 
punishment on the childish brain as 
our chl?f employment and privilege!' 


It is in following out the train of 


thought this instance suggested that I 
write my experience in punishing 
children. My convictions are the ag 
gregates of years, dating back to my 
own childish desires and ideas, and f 
fail to flnd good reasons which wool 
lead me to change. 


I see, from my own experience and 


even with my servants, aud especially 
With children. 
Nobility, and cot 


servility, is my desire. I do not wish 
to crush uiy child's bpirit, uor ao I 
Wish even to hear her imitating my 
tones in peremptory command, or in 
the querulous and common "No, no!" 


Much punishment leaches children 
to deceive. It teaches them to lie. It 
teaches tbem to hate, and woe to the 
parents whose tyranny of temper 
Wrips them of their children's love! 
Our severity will leave our -jhildren 
Svoak and unable to stand alone. I 
r^ad Earl Barnes' study in 'Punish- 
ment" in a recent Pedagogical Bumi- 
Bary. 
Even 
though 
the 
study 
revealed tbe child's recognition of the 
necessity of punishment, when just 
and not cruel, my strongest impres- 
sion-was: "What a lot of cravens our 
school children are! How we train 
them to fear us I How easily we ex- 
press our ideas on tbem!" 
' Corporal punishment is universal, 
I believe, just because it is an easy 
way out of dilemmas. 
But it i-< a 
revelation to our neighbors, if uot to 
ourselves, of our own weakness or ig 
uorance in dealing with traits which 
We have given these children. I have 
long been opposed in general to cor- 
poral punishment, but in sheer des 
•iteration X have several times resorted 
to It, consoling myself with its repu- 
tation as a counter-irritant. Not once 
did I get satisfactory results. 
I have known of a nervous child's 
being spanked at night when he would 
not go to sleep. The long-continued 
crying was heart rending to the hear- 
ers and exhausting to tbe child. The 
mother, £ am glad to say, did not re- 
peat the punishment often, thinking 
it unsuited to her child's case. 
A 


jhild's bedtime should be the happiest 
boor in the day if we effect a long 
nigbt of recuperative sleep for him. 


Whipping is the common form of 
corporal punishment. It should be a 
slap of tbe hand—never the barbarity 
rf tbe stick or ferrule. I have actually 
known of a child of six months being 
spanked. But what cruelty it is for 
q* to bruise the tender flesh we I ave 
ailed aud suffered (o build up. To 
my mind, no form of corporal punish 
ment is permissible except when the 
child is-abaolutely cruel, ana hurts a 
reature or a persou. Then I would 


him by a severe slap, a pinch or 


we try so hard to repress our children, 
to mold tbem to reflect us and our 
ideas. 
Rather should we study them 
and let their own natures develop 


If we lead and guide, if we punish 


almost never; If we set a good exam 
pie aud show our children the pleas- 
ant way of living, they will respond 
There may l>e a year between four and 
six when they will go adjusting them 
selves to various conventionalities, 
and It will try the soula of all who 
see, but let us be patient. I have Keen 
this method practiced, anri I know it 
1" good. The chlMreu were uot com 
mauded, they were advi*ed. Their 
questions were answered truthfully, HO 
far as these cultivated and philosophic 
parents knew truth, aud the children's 
rudimentary se.'fisane-s, cruelty and 
vandalism 
gradually wore dowu. 


Today they follow suggestions and 
example, and are wideawake, reason- 
ing children, but no prigs. They still 
need wise guidance, and they have it 
I look forward with great interest, I 
coofess, to their maturity uuder such 
rational treatment. 


Study the child, then. Study bin 


physique with your family doctor 
Be sure that what you call temper is 
not tbe reflex action of gome uueasy 
organ. Feed the chllu all he will eat, 
give him room, give him few laws, if 
any, and let him alone. Qive him 
books that he likes, studies he enjoys, 
sports he can flnd exhilarating, and 
wait. By the time he has chosen his 
life work he will be a man with a good 
strong will, and one who knows what 
be wishes to do, uot the correct, vacil- 
lating, weak-willed creature who is so 
painfully numerous. 


Cultivate patience, I say to myself, 


and to you cultivate foresight aud 
reason, aud you will be educating your 
child in a way that will make punish • 
ment little needed.

The mother 
carried a basket which they filled wlcb. 
the little round pebbles they found 
there. 


The other boy went with the same 
question to his mother, a busy, busy 
woman: ''Cau't I go down to the 
river, ma?1' " No, you can't. Dou't 
you dare to go down to tbe river ! If 
.vou ilo, I'll whip yon." But she wan 
at work, and 110 play was provide-d for 
him. 
So he took the dare on the first 
opportunity and got his whipping, 
you may be sure. 


Tbe next day was rainy. In the 


happy home the children flattened 
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their noses against tbe window panes 
and begged to go out and make an 
other river. But the wise mother bad 
known they would ask this and was 
ready for them. She brought out tbe 
basket of stones and showed the chil- 
dren bow to make a villigg, using 
pebbles for houses and churches, and 
they were happy and busy children 
for all that rainy morning. 


These incidents illustrate perfectly 
my point of view. 
That woman 


studied her children, and understood 
them. She was a working psycholo- 
gist, and she succeeded just for that 
reason. She knew that change and 
activity are necessary to children, and 
she recognized in No. 1 a word of the 
Evil Oue to rouse one angry p£ 
So she ilid a philosophic deed in 
positive and not prohibitive. She set 
the Children at work, changed the 
working plan when necessary, and so 
could quietly go ou with her own 
work. 


We see that 
the other mother 
trained her child to "wrong dolug" bv 
making a threat. I say, avoid laws 
Avoid tules. Avoid threats. Above 
all, avoid issue.a. 
Thiok out what 


the child will do, and meet the needs 
of the case 
Always meet them, and 
you are a genius. lufiuite patience i- 
needed, hut a lovlug woman, a new 
woman, will resolve to train her chil- 
dren by tbe law of love. She deter- 
mines to have their love and their 
confidence, and her wisdom will brine 
their obedience; but, mark me, they 
will not know the word obedii 
at nil.

When 
she is older, I expect to explain In 
such a way that she will be careful, 
just as I am, oo that we may have 
some pretty things about us. 


What is more irrational than to 
punish a child who voluntarily tel's 
us of a mishap ? But do we never 
do it? 
Yes, and make our chil- 


dren lie to us. What greater folly 
than to whip a child for irritation aud 
disrespect? Or to make him stay in- 
doors, or go supperless to bed ? Give 
tbe child a cracker and a glass of 
milk; send him out of doors or put 
him in the care of £ome one else for a 
little. Then see how be does. Oue 
rational form of punishment i« to send 
tbe child into a room aloue, wuere h*- 
can think about bis otfeuse. But, 
even in this case, I believe it t>etter to 
have mothers talk it over witb him. 
I have known children 'o be most 


severely whipped for indication.- of be- 
ginnings in Immorality. I cau only 
say that I am convinced of this one 
thing: Parents are responsible for the 
morality of their children more often 
than not. They give their children 
humanity's heritage of curiosity aud 
sex. if not an actual tendency to evil. 
If they are no weak or so wicked as to 
uy to keep their children in igaor- 
auce of the mysteries of life and "ex, 
let tbem not punish the children. 
They are onlj drinking from impure 
sources when the parent* nbould have

HONOLULU, Deo. IS.—The news 


of what happens on these islands out- 
side of Oabu, on which this town is 
situated, arrives here from three to 
seven days after occurrence. You'd 
think that at least an inter-Island 
cable would long since have material- 
ized, but I do not find that the sugar 
planters, who have made great for- 
tunes within the last twenty years 
than us to the reciprocity treaty with 
the United* States, have bestowed 
much thought on the improvement of 
the land of their adoption. Some 
years ago tbe Government accepted 
the offer of an American to establish 
inter-island telegraphic communica- 
tion, tbe contract guaranteeing the 
payment of $40,000 after successful 
completion of the undertaking. One 
telegram was received from one island 
and then the cable parted forever. 
Tbe contractor had his labor for his 
pains, wretched materials bad been 
used, and no furtber effort was made 
to put a gridle round this family 
group. 


The tendency of the climate is to

cable syaiem, the contractor wiU qell 
it to tbe Government for actual eash 
cost, free from all liens, and grant use 
of cable ship, charging therefor only 
actual cash outlay. 


Of course the cables must be of the 


best material aud workmanship Max- 
imum charges for inter-Island mes- 
sages will not exceed ten cents a woYd, 
provided ttiat it be not obligatory on 
tue contractor to send any message 
for leas than $1 Foreign rates, to be 
detei mined by the United States Qov- 
eminent, will not exceed $1 a word. 


Should caole communication be es- 


tablished between Hawaii and Aus- 
tralia and Japan, tbe rate of messages 
from Honolulu to Japan, or vice vena, 
cannot exceed a pro rata proportion, 
based on distance, of the regular rates 
for similar messages to or from San 
Francisco aud Australia aud Japan. 
Messages from Honolulu to points be- 
>unu 8an Francisco will not be higher 
than tbe contractor is charged for 
transmission beyond dan Francisco. 
Prefes rates will not exceed one- half 
the amount charged for ordinary mes- 
sages, provided it be not obligatory 
upou the contractor to send any pre-s 
message for less than $1. The Ha- 
waiian Government will have free 
transmission up to the amount of tbe 
annual subsidy, reckoning rates as 
prescribed for ordinary messages. 


This contract was signed on the 


IStb day of last August by President 
Dole and hb Cabinet, W. C. Wilder 
and F J. Clay, president and secretary 
of tbe Senate, and D. L. Naone ana 
James N. K. Keola, opeaker and clerk 
of tbe House of. Representatives. 
Tffese last signers "are native Hawai- 
ians. At that time Colonel Spaldine 
deposited with tbe Minister of Finance 
Hawaiian bonds to the amount of 
$25.000 as security. If the contract be 
fulfilled satifactorily, these bonds will 
be returned; otherwise they will be 
forfeited to the Hawaiian Govern- 
ment as liquidated damages.
